UCSC Women Slain, Suspect Apprehended

Clarnell Strandberg and Sarah 
(Sally) Taylor Hallett, UCSC staff 
workers were murdered last\ week- 
end. \ 

The son of Clarnell Strandberg, 
Edmund Emil Kemper, has been 
accused of the murders, following 
a telephone call early last Tuesday 
morning when Kemper phoned the 
Santa Cruz County Sheriff's office 
from Pueblo, Colorado to inform 
them of the crime. 

The victims were discovered by 
the Sheriff's Department at the 
Strandberg residence in Aptos 
Tuesday morning. 

Sally Hallet, age 59, was an 
Administrative Assistant for 
Academic Personnel at Central 
Services. She had been with the 
University since 1969. eu 

Clarnell Stradberg, originally 
came to the campus in 1965 as the 
Administrative Assistantto 
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Charles Page (the first Provost of 
Stevenson College), was the 
Adminstrative ssistant for 
College Five. 

They are said to have been close 
friends. 

A convocation for both is 
planned for Friday at 4:30 pm in 
the College Five Dining Hall Patio. 

Edmund Kemper has reportedly 
made statements to the Pueblo 
Police that his is alos responsibel 
for the six unsolved murders of six 
other women in the Santa Cruz 
area during the last nine months. 

The Santa Cruz County District 
Attorney’s office said only that 
they a immediate arraignment 
for Kemper on charges of first- 
degree murder of Clarnell 
Strandberg and Sally Haflett. 

Kemper, has waived extradition 
procedures and is presently en 
route to Santa Cruz from Pueblo 
by car and is expected to arrive 
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Sally Hallett was not available) 


UCSC Saga Workers Organize

Saga Workers voted Tuesday 
night to turn 108 signed pledge 
cards over to Culinary Workers 
Local no. 483. 

This union will act as 
bargaining representative for an 
employee contract with Saga 
Foods. 
The action took place at a’ 
meeting of Saga employees, held in 
the Stevenson Fireside Lounge. It 
climaxed an organizing drive that 
began last winter, though the 
campaign did not gain momentum 
until early this quarter. 
Organizers hope that more pledge 
will be signed, as more of Saga’s 
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19S employees are given the op- 
portunity to do so. 

An alternative proposal was 
presented asking that workers wait 
one wee® betore turning their 
cards over to the union. It lost by a 
slim margin. 

Spokesmen for this measure felt 
that the University should be given 
a chance to present an alternative 
offer, before workers committed 
themselves to the union. 

“‘They’ve had a chance for seven 
years!”” countered Crown-Merrill 
worker Marc Nielsen. Others felt 
that turning in the cards would not 
prevent the university from 
making an offer, since workers 
would not actually be unionized 
untio they voted to approve a 


Kresge Contractors 
Warned by HUD

John Layne, of the Department 
of Housing and Urban 
Development warned Kresge 
College contractors Monday to 
increase the number of minorities 
employed on the job site if they 
expected to keep federally- 
rey geen contracts such as the 
$3.8 million project. 

Layne was appointed by HUD to 
conduct a compliance review of the 
firm’s affirmative action 
procedures. These have been cited 
as inadequate by El Concilio de 
Asuntos Chicanos, the Chicano 
community organization which is 
presently bringing a suit against 
the University for discrimination 
in hiring and admission practices. 

No decision was made as to 
whether the charges were justified 
although all contractors will be 
required to submit written 
statements to HUD within the next 
ten days specifying their respective 
affirmative action plans. 

Layne emphasized _ that 
although the contractors may meet 
the technical percentages of 
minority workers required, 
Executive Order 11246 also 
declares that affirmative action 
programs have to be set up by 
contractors to “reflect appropriate 
steps being carried out by the 
contractor or subcontractor to 


assure non-discrimination in 
recruiting of new employees, 
hiring of new employees, and that 
the company makes use of ap- 
prenticeships to help equalize 
opportunity for minority persons.”’ 

The major objection made by 
the contractors particularly in 
regard to this last point was that 
the unions do not exercise af- 
firmative action when establishing 
their prerequisites for membership 
in the union and so therefore they 
cannot readily find minorities to 
fill positions in the skilled trades. 

Brady Plasterers and Wilson 
Plumbing contractors were singled 
out regard to their training 
programs. The objection was 
made by the plasterers that 
journeymen will not accept 
minority apprentices because of 
the close relationship between men 
which is necessary to perform their 


jobs. 

Wilson Plumbing on the other 
hand, complained that since it was 
very difficult tor minorities to be 
accepted into the union they could 
not find minorities in the labor 
pool to draw on. 

Layne replied, ‘‘In that case, you 
should not be doing business with 
unions who discriminate. I am 
asking you as contractors to use 
your hiring power to force the 
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union contract. 

The debate was spirited, to say 
the least. But after the vote. the 
two sides pledged solidarity, and 
tormer members of both amps 
remained until past midnight, 
hammering out a list of demands. 

on-Negotiable 

Out of many demands 
proposed, twelve were voted 
approval, including the following: 

) That food service employees 
be pee a minimum wage of $2.23 
an hour and receive a yearly cost- 
of-living pay increase. This 
demand is non-negotiable; 

2) That wage increases be ia 
to full-time employees as well; 

3) That a _ reasonable and 
binding grievance procedure be 
established, governed by em- 
ployee, employer, and university 
representatives; 

4) That certain unsafe working 
conditions be corrected im- 
mediately. These include, 1) lack 
of an accessible First Aid Kit in 
each food service unit, 2) lack of 
adequate protective covering for 
dishroom personnel, 3) lack of 
clean uniforms, 4) slippery and 
hazardous floor surfaces in 
dishrooms. 

5) That there be no sexual 
discrimination in hiring or job 
assignment. 

6) that there be no greater than 
five percent deviation from present 
percentage of hours assigned to

Kemper, at the age of 15 killed 
his grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. 
E.E. Kemper of North Fork in 
Madera County. 


At that point Kemper was given‘ 


over to the California Youth 
Authority and later transferred to 
the State Hospital at Atascadero 
from which he was discharged in 
1969. 

Kemper, now, at 24, is 6 feet 9 
inches and weighs 278 pounds. He 
has been ee in Oakland and 
working for the State Highway 
Department, but due to injury on 
the job, he was on leave of absence. 

Co-workers at College Five said 
that Clarnell Strandberg was 
expecting a visit from her son last 
week-end. They said that they had 
seen Kemper several times and 
described him as being very quiet 
and seemingly normal. They also 
said that Clarnell Strandberg 


never spoke of her son’s previous 
history or of any on-going 
problems. 

During the week-end, a missing 
persons report was filed by Sally 
Hallett’s son, Christopher Hallett 
who afrived at her house on 
Saturday to pick up his mother’s 
car. 

When the Sheriff's discovered 
the two bodies, they were both 
inside a closet at the Strandberg © 
apartment, unclothed. Clarnell 
Strandberg was found decapitated 
and missing her right hand. 

The murders of Rosalind 
Thorpe and Alice Liu of UCSC, 
Cynthia Schall and Mary Guilfoyle 
of Cabrillo, and Mary Ann Pesce 
of Fresno State University remain 
unsolved. Also missing with Mary 
Ann Pesce is Anita Luchessa, also 
of Fresno State. 


Council Moves on McHugh- 
Bianchi; Beach Renewal

Passage of a resolution urging 
the preservation of the McHugh 
and Bianchi Building highlighted 
the April 24 meeting of the Santa 
Cruz city council. 

The 1886 McHugh and Bianchi 
Building, listed in the National 
Register of histroic places, has 
recently become the subject of 
renewed preservation efforts. 

Preservationsits were galvanized 
into action by the removal of metal 
siding on the old livery stable 
adjacent to the building. The 
removal of the siding 
automatically gave the owners of 
the building, Golden West Savings 
and Loan, 120 days in which to 
complete demolition of the 
building after which they would 
have to apply for a new permit. 

Historic Society President Doni 
Tunheim ready a letter from the 
California Historical Landmarks 
Advisory Committee which stated 
that the building had been placed 
on the National Register of historic 
places as of September 27, 1972. 

“We believe it should be 
preserved for future generations, it

is a part of our nation’s rich 
heritage,” the letter said. 

Ms. Tunheim explained that 
Golen West had been approached 
by potential buyers of the 
building but had rejected these 
offers. 

On Feb. 6, 1973, a group calling 
themselves Heritage Urban 
Development, composed of Paul 
Lee, Max Walden, Ed Penniman, 
Warren H. Penniman Jr. and Ed 


‘Gaines, sent an offer to buy the 


building. Included was a $1,000 
check and an offer of a $10,000 
down payment and eventual 
payment of $165,000 total 
payment. 

“The check was returned with 
absolutely no comment, ” 
Tunheim said

Jane Adams, a Kresge student, 
made an appointment with Dr. 
Barbara Shipley, a Health Center 
psychiatrist, to discuss ‘some 
tenseness I was experiencing.” 

~ * She specified Dr. 
Shipley because she was the only 
female psychiatrist available. 

When she appeared for her 
appointment she was told by Dr. 
Shipley’s secretary that the Doctor 
had to leave due to the illness of 
one of her children. 

The student made another 
appointment for the next available 
time— one and a half weeks later. 

She came a second time last 
Tuesday, again leaving a class 45 


‘minutes early, and was told that 
the doctor was in an emergency . 


meeting but that another ap-, 

pointment could be made for the 

same time on the next day.. 
*You’re in luck,” the secretary 
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said the next day. ‘This time she’s 
in her office. But she’s in con- 
ference.” 

“After 15 minutes of waiting,” 
said Rhoda, “I calmly told the 
secretary that I was leaving, since 
there was no sign of Dr. Shipley’s 
conference breaking up.” 

As she walked back to Kresge 

along Hagar Rd., she stopped on 
the bridge. 
“I was struck by some beautiful 
quail by the bridge and stayed for 
about five minutes, watching and 
cooling off.

stated. 

The Board of Sunervisors. in 
their meeting earlier that day had 
passed a motion calling for the 
preservation of the building and 
had requested that the city council 
do the same. 

Vice-Mayor Bert Muhly 

uestioned City Attorney Rod 
Atchison about possible legal 
loopholes that could be used 
against Golden West. Muhly 
inquired, “If the permit is not a 
valid one can we revoke it and 
require an environmental impact 
renort when the owner applies?” 

“In your opinion was there 
sufficient demolition performed to 
keep the permit in force?” he 
asked. 

Atichson replied “there is no 
specific amount or volume” under 
any demolition permit law. = You 
would be changing the intent,”” he 
noted. to require a specified 
amount of demolition to occur to 
make the demolition permit good. 

Atichson ruled there was no 
requirement for an environmental 
impact report to be filed, because 
there was no local law requiring 
the report. The demolition permit 
was granted during a 120 day 
moratorium given to local agencies 
during which they could elect not 
to adopt e local environmental 
impact law, and in which they did 
not have to enforce the provisions 
of the California Environmental 
Quality Act of 1970 (CEQA). 
CEQU, as ee gees by last 
year’s Friends Mammoth vs. 
Mono County State Supreme 
Court decision requires that 
environmental impact reports be 
filed on private as well as public 

rojects that could have a major 
impact on the environment, in- 
eee the aesthetic and historical 


environment. 

After finding there were no legal 
means to halt demolition of the 
building, Muhly called for a 
resolution, saying, “‘There is 
strong community support to 
retain this building.” 

The resolution passed urged the 
Golden West to negotiate with 
local citizens interested in pur- 
chasing the building or to restore it 
themselves for use as Golden 
West’s Branch office. 

Also discussed by the council 
was the creation of a Beach-area 
revitalization district. 

Boundaries of the study area 
run from the cliffs bordering 
Neary Lagoon to the Cliffs below 
Oceaniew Avenue, and from Cath- 
card St. at the lower end of the 
mall to the bay. 

A beach area renewal project 
“thas long been a subject of 
discussion” in Santa Cruz, said 
city manager Dave Koester. In the 
late 1950’s there was a considerable 
amount of money spent on a 
survey for a project that never took 
place. The project was dropped 
and never revived. 


But as the San Lorenzo 
redevelopment drew suc- 
cesstuly to its close, discussion 


conn revived of the possibilities of 
roject in this area. 
here were problems of 
agreement with the federal 


government. ‘They have been 
rimarily oriented toward 
ousing.’”” Mr.Koester said.

Then, in the last few months the 
federal government has stopped all 
the funds. 

Koester explained that dora 
Cruz probably wouldn’t be getti 
involved in any veeaditionsl i kin 


of renewal projects, involving 
federal grants. 
Mentioning the proposed 


federal improvement revenue 
sharing act as a possible source of 
funding for renewal projects, 
Koester said there would be 
competition for the money as it 
was also supposed to be used in 


_ place of federal grants for projects 


such as water and sewers. 

The method that will be used to 
finance the project is that of the 
tax increment method. The tax 
base for the area is frozen at the 
time the project starts. Any in- 
crease in value is used to pay for 
the cost of the project. 

The area for the project includes 
the Dream Inn, two new projects 
of Thrust IV of Sunnyvale, and 
new improvements made by the 
Seaside Company. 

Thus by acting this year, the 
council can freeze the tax rate at 
last year’s level, while taxes 
totalling $152,775 on all these new 
projects built this year will fund 
the revitalization project. Muhly 
added his ‘‘aye” vote to the 
unanimous council vote in favor of 
the project only after going on

It was with an odd sense of 
recognition that I read the 
anonymous letter in last week’s 
City on a Hill Press complaining 
that the Chicanos, by agitating for 
greater representation in the 
University structure, were actually 
practicing a “discrimination in 
reverse.” What about hiring an 
individual on his merits as an 
individual, the letter asks. An 
unpleasant deja-vu tickled my 
mind. I had seen the argument 
before. On a hunch, I went. to my 
trusty files. There in an October 
Examiner news article entitled 
“Chicanos Too Strident, says UC- 
Santa Cruz Head,” I found the 
following paragraph: 

“I used to be very sympathetic to 
Mexican-Americans before they 
became so strident in their 
demands,” McHenry _ told 
reporters before the hearings. 
While defending his  ad- 
ministration’s work in 
Mexican-American faculty 
members, McHenry complained 
that standards had to be lowered 
to attract ethnic minorities to the 
faculty. 

Was I wrong in sensing a family 
resemblance? I returned to the 
letter. ‘I’m sick of racial 
discrimination cloaked in 
euphemisms such as ‘hiring goals’ 


and ‘Affirmative Action.’ And I’m — 


sick of arrogant, selfish demands 
by groups which benefit by this 
discrimination.” 

The language of this letter was 
much more peurile—even crude— 
but, yes, the disgust was there, that 
same note of violated com- 
placency.

Calling somebody a racist in 
America is like labeling a graduate 
from UCSC an elitist: it is so self- 
evidently true that pointing it out 
is a sign of naivete more than 
anything else.

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Financial Aid Monster: 
Gross Mismanagement

Financial Aid mismanagement has been accepted and condoned by 
the UCSC higher adminstration. After considerable effort on the part of 
EOP personnel to secure proper treatment for Financial Aid students, 
the University has, as of the present, failed to act on complaints. While 
individuals, such as Howard Shontz have promised to look into charge 
after charge of gross mismanagement, no administrative action has 
taken place. 

It was not until one student retained the services of a Legal Aid lawyer 
that the University offered the student proper treatment. Most Financial 
Aid students, however, do not seek legal assistance when dealing with the 
Financial Aid Office, and as a result are made victims of the Financial 
Aid’s indiscriminant and wrongful policies, 

It is unfortunate that the University ria] Se to outside legal pressure 
and cannot act in a decent and humane fashion without such pressure, 

The Chicano organizations on campus recognized the need to file a law 
suit before their demands for Affirmative Action could ever be seriously 
negotiated. Now it is the Financial Aid student’s turn to take action. 
Every wrongful act committed by the Financial Aid Office against 
students should be reported. Students should take whatever personal 
action is necessary to secure proper results including obtaining the 
services of a legal aid lawyer. 

Practices employed by the Financial Aid office, such as freezing 
student’s personal bank accounts, threatening their student status, 
delaying much needed payments, etc, must be exposed and done away 


’ with along with individuals responsible for them. 


The University should not be allowed to violate the rights of students 
under any circumstances, especially when it involves one’s financial 
security. What the University can and cannot do in regards to 


- management of. Financial Aid funds and treatment of Financial Aid 


students will eventually be decided by the courts. The courts have 
already affirmed the students rights in regards to expulsion without due 
process . (Dixon vs. Alabama State Board of Education, 294 f2d 150). 
Constitutional violations committed bv the Financial Aid office have 
‘ been exposed and will eventually be dealt with in the courts. But until 
that time, students must protect themselves from the harmful policies 
practiced by the Financial Aid Office by whatever means necessary.

It is 
this claim with which any serious 
rebuttal must contend, and it is to 
this I hope to address myself next 
week if time and space allow.

Saga has been dumped. I suspect 
that there is very little sentiment 
among students for Saga simply on 
the grounds that everyone com- 
plains universally about the food, 
primarily because it isn’t mother’s. 
Food service companies in my 
experience are pretty much the 
same and so are student gripes. 
These are, in any évent, 
management decisions arrived at 
by calculating cents and fractions 
of cents and no sentiment or 
human feeling is allowed to enter 
in. 
Yet I cannot forbear to recall 
the early days of the university 
when we were all in trailers, in- 
cluding Saga, and Saga and Hans 
Frederickson made heroic efforts 
to feed us under the most difficult 
conditions imaginable. I recall the 
cooperativeness, the cheerfulness 
with which sometimes 
unreasonable or unusual requests 
were complied, the efforts to 
produce much better-than-average 
meals on College Evenings, the

elegant feasts set at Christmas 
time and many. other ac- 
comodations that were above and 
beyond the call of duty or clauses 
in contracts. 

Then Slater came along and 
underbid Saga by a few cents per 
meal or per student (some said 
bought the contract) and Saga was 
banished. And then the food 
service contract came up again 
and Saga won it back, and in my 
opinion gave good service and in 
much the same spirit I had grown 
accustomed to in the first years of 
Cowell College. 

Now Saga is out. I don’t even 
know Saga. It is some giant, 
impersonal corporation and 
doesn’t need my sympathy and I 
don’t extend it. But Saga in 
Santa Cruz comes down to some 
particular people and, for me, to 
one in particular—Hans 
Frederickson—a survivor of the 
old days and a resident of Santa 
Cruz who has spent uncountable 
hours trying to feed the students of 


Cowell and Stevenson well. 

I am sure he has put down roots 
in Santa Cruz and treasures it as 
much as the rest of us do. But Saga 
has been underbid by a few cents 


so Hans must go and all that he 


has invested in the community and 
the university must go out the 
window. 

Doubtless he will be replaced by 
an efficient and agreeable enough 
man from the new food service. 
But I believe in the depths of my 
soul that it is a mark of the moral 
disintegration of our society that 


we can be accomplices in such an © 


act and be so without any sense of 
shame or guilt. Ingratitude has 
always seemed to me one of the 
most depressing of all human 
failings. We have managed to 
institutionalize it and thus to 
isolate ourselves from the true 
implications of it - that our own 
sensibilities and affective senses 
are being destroyed in the process.

Not wanting any 
hassles over the validity of this 
check, I called financial aid, the 
equal opportunity office, and the 
University accounting office, to 
inquire whether it was a good 
check. 

Although the EOP knew 
nothing of the check, both the 
financial aid office and the ac- 
counting office assured me it was a 
good check, and said I could do 
with it what I pleased. With these 
tidings of great joy (this all occured 
during the Christmas Break) I 
proceeded to use the money to pay 
some delinquent fees at the 
University housing office. 

After the beginning of the 
Winter Quarter, I received a letter 
(better described as a bill) from the 
accounting office, telling me that I 
owed them $50. When I called the 
office, they admitted a mistake 
had been made by their office, so 
now would I kindly pay back the 
$50 paid to me during the break. 

I don’t think I have to describe 
the rest of the story in great detail. 
By going through the proper 
channels (mainly Shontz and 
Schaeffer’s offices) I discovered 
that if I did not pay back the 
money, my student status would

lapse as soon as the University 
lawyers could get around to my 
case, and they would not allow me 
time to contact a lawyer and 
perhaps have the issue contested in 
court. 

I considered my problem for 
about a week, and felt I had two 
alternatives. Either refuse to pay 
the money and have my status 
lapse, and then be able to go to 
court, or, pay the money and learn 
a little something about the 
workings of our benevolent 
university. The problem was 
finally taken out of my hands, 
when I received a letter from the 
accounting office, apologizing for 
all the trouble and advising me 
that they would automatically 
deduct the fifty dollars from my 
financial aid award for the Spring 
Quarter. By this time, I was too 
burned-out to argue, and I left it at 
that. 

With the publicity of Bill 
Baxter’s problems and the hassles 
that other students have had in the 
realm of financial aid, a serious 
problem has come to light that we 
have the ability to solve. I do not 
think that we should allow biased 
university-controlled offices decide 
cases when students have hassles 
with the university itself. Due 
process is denied these people, and 
the fear that retaliation (as 
illustrated by the printing of false 
names in the Baxter article) from 
the university will occur in the 
future is a real one. 

Some colleges have formed 
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methods where students who have 
complaints with the college can go 
to impartial people or groups and 
have their cases aired fairly, 
without the fear of retaliation. 
Ombudsmen are now located in 57 
colleges and universities in this 
country, and their value to the 


college community cannot be 


overestimated. 

Perhaps having an ombudsman 
on this campus\is an idea worth 
considering. I would like to think

time workers will not be charged 
an initiation fee. Should a union 
contract be approved, full-time 
workers will 
month. New full-time workers will 
be requifed to pay the. initiation 
fee, presently $35.00. 

Student workers will not have to 


pay an initiation fee, and might be. 


allowed to pay minimum dues of 
$3.25 a month. Those who work 
less than a certain number of 
hours per month may be exempted 
from any dues. 

A more specitic dues structure 
will be included in the contract 
that the union presents for ap- 
proval. Gamberg is confident that 
the union can negotiate a contract 
which will win the approval of a 

« majority of workers. 

Gamberg believes the power. 
legal resources, and _ legal 
protection that the union provides 
can more than make up for the 
cost of the dues.

The demands given to the union 
were also presented yesterday to 
UCSC Business Manager Charles 
Gilbert. If the University is willing 
to write these terms into its new 
contract with P.F.M., this will 
undoubtedly influence the vote on 
Gilbert promised to act on the 
workers’ demands. He expressed - 
fears that Phase II wage controls 
would prevent a pay increase in 
excess of 5.5 percent unless 
specific approval was given by the 
federal government.

“There was a ship sailing to 
England with 43 people on board. 
The ship began to sink with only 
two lifeboats that held 20 people 
each.

An Englishman stood 
up and said, “I do this for my 
country,” then he jumped over- 
board. Next, a Frenchman 
shouted ‘‘Viva La France,” and 
jumped over the side. Finally an 
Indian stood up and shouted 
‘‘Remember Wounded Knee,”’ 
and he then picked up the nearest 
white man and threw him in the 
sea.” 

Such was the tone expressed by 
Louis MovesCamp, an Indian who 
had just returned from Wounded 
Knee, South Dakota, at the 
UFWOC--Wounded Knee Rally, 
sponsored by the Third World

Vic Bogard, of Bogard Con- 
structi8™, the prime contractor of 
the project, said that his company 
has met federal regulations by 
hiring and training minority 
workers. He said he was been 
working with Sy Rockins of the 
Tri-County Manpower Planning 
Council to recruit and train 
minority employees. 

Rockins confirmed this but 
added that Collins Electric, who is 
a sub-contractor on the site has 
never contacted his organization 
nor asked for help. 

A tour of the actual site was 
conducted following the meetin: 
and was attended by UCSC of- 
ficials, representatives of the 
National Organization of Women, 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
Tri-County Manpower Planning 
Council an 1 Concilio de 
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Coalition. The Rally was held on 
Good Friday, April 20 at the 
Cowell College Plaza. A crown of 
approximately 150 people 
-gathered to hear the speakers. 

Most of the Native American 
speakers were members of the 
organizations AIM (American 
Indian Movement). They were 
Fred West from Salinas, Henry 
Howell from San Jose, and Louis 
MovesCamp from Wounded Knee. 

They stressed the serious and 
spiritual aspects of their 
movement and asked for money, 
food and clothing for the Indians 
at Wounded Knee. 

The Wounded Knee situation 
has grown worse over the past few 
months, where negotiations 
between government agencies and 
Indians has all but ceased. Road 
blocks have been set up to prevent 
any type of provisions, such as 
food or amunition from being 
supplied to the 400 to 500 Indians 
still resisting Federal Law en- 
forcement agencies. 

The Indians from AIM said they 
were in the process of organizing a 
group which would bring supplies 
to Wounded Knee, and said they 
were determined to get in, despite 
road blocks. 

John McFadden spoke in 
regards to the United Farm 
Workers struggle. He said that 
UFWOC was involved in three 
Fronts: they were 1) The White 
River Struggle involving wine 
grapes, 2) A nation wide lettuce 
boycott, and 3) a possible boycott 
in the Coachella Valley, where 
grape contracts will soon be 
terminated. He also stated that 
UFWOC was still confronting the 
Teamsters who were practicing a 
slave labor system where the labor 
contractors buy people and then 
sell the workers to the growers for 
low wages. 

Students reacted favorably when 
McFadden pointed out that there 
were more UFWOC volunteers 
from the UCSC campus than from 
any university in the State. He, 
too, asked for motal support, as 
well as, volunteers for the picket 
lines in front of the local Safeway 
stores and the the Union in 
general.
